Prince Pierre Bonaparte, who has caused 


the pot to boil so fiercely, is a son of the | 


Great Emperor’s brother Lucien, who was 
considered the ablest of the family next 
after Napoleon. The present Emperor is 
regarded by many as nota Bonaparte at 
all, but the son of a Dutch admural by 
Hortense Beaubvarnais, the daughter of 
Josephine. Louis Bonaparte was forced 
by his brother to merry Hortense. He was 
in love with anoiher woman and withal a 
dreanry sort of person. Those who believe 
in the operation of a principle of poetic 
justice running the progress of his- 
tory make mention of the fact that the 
grandson of Josephine aud not of Napo- 
leon now rules in France as proof that the 
“whirligig of time briigs in his revenges.” 
Josephine once said “My progeny shall be 
supreme.” But Josephine was not the 
only woman who was ill-used by the Im. 
perial Corsican. Nor was she the only one 
who cherished hopes of a divine revenge 
through ber descendants.
